The Examiner respectfully notes 
that the following remarks do not constitute new grounds for rejection, but merely serve to expound upon the previous rejection (see 
MPEP2106). 

"...wherein the system. ..databases..." is activity that is not mentioned in the preceding claim language. The language "...predetermined 
intelligence rules..." describes activity that took place prior to claim 1 and is outside the metes and bounds of claim and therefore carries 
little patentable weight. 

"...to select and recommend merchandise and accessories to the user..." is Intended use language and carries little patentable weight. 
The actions "...select..." and "...recommend..." are implied, inferentlally stated, not positively stated. 

The steps "...select..." and "...recommend..." are inferential activities that are not involved In an active sense. As such, the descriptive 
material Imparts little patentable moment in distinguishing the instant method from that of the prior art. . 
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
